Former President 
Now Said Critical 


KANSAS CITY (AP) — Former President 


Harry S. Truman, fighting congested lungs and a 
weakened heart, remained on the critical list 
today but medical officials said his condition was 
improved. 


A statement issued at 10 a.m. EST by 


Research Hospital and Medical Center, where 
Truman was taken late Tuesday, said: "His age 
(88) and the potential of sudden change require 
that he continue to be described as critical." 


The statement said Truman's temperature, 


"somewhat controlled but fluctuating," peaked 
at 102.8 at midnight. It added that "the major 
concern is still heart failure." 


John Dreves, hospital public relations 


director, had reported earlier that Truman's 
vital signs were stable. 


The hospital quoted Dr. Wallace Graham, 


Truman's personal physician, as saying it was 
"difficult to differentiate ... between induced 
sedation and actual unconsciousness or coma." 


Mrs. Clifton Daniel, Truman's only child, 


arrived at the hospital shortly after midnight 
and went to the former president's room on the 
sixth floor. Truman's wife Bess also was at his 
bedside. 


Mrs. Daniel later told newsmen she has "great 


faith" her father will survive. 


She said her father "is asleep ... resting 


comfortably and breathing easily. He's a strong 
man, and he's gotten over worse things. He is in 
serious condition but he has been before." 


Truman was admitted to the hospital late 


Tuesday. The initial diagnosis was pulmonary 
congestion. At that time, his condition was 
described as fair. 


By Wednesday morning, the former President 


was described in serious condition, and an ad- 
ditional diagnosis of bronchitis had been made. A 
hospital spokesman said the bronchitis was 
complicated by mild weakening of the heart, a 
condition caused by arteriosclerosis or har- 
dening of the arteries.

The parents told investigating 


police Sgt. Eddie Foreman they 
awakened about 6 a.m. to feed the 
baby, born Nov. 1 here, to find 
her unconscious with blood on her 
face and gown as though she had 
a nosebleed. The infant was 
rushed by ambulance to the 
hospital 
where 
a 
doctor 


pronounced the baby dead. Judge 
Tipton ordered an autopsy before 
returning an inquest verdict as to 
the cause of death.

infant is survived by a sister, 
Mary Dianne Strong, Corsicana; 
grandparents, Mr. and Mrs. Ben 
Munsinger of Palestine and Mrs. 
Eleanor Attaway of Oklahoma.

Mrs. Lois W. Weaver, 48, of 3009 W. Collin died at 8:45 a.m. at 


Memorial Hospital following the accident which occurred at 
about 6:30 a.m., the officers reported. 


She was driving alone in the eastbound vehicle when it sud- 


denly spun out on the icy Chambers Creek Bridge, the officers 
said. A vehicle driven by Clara Stallings Carver, 57, of Rt. 3, 
Corsicana, collided with the Weaver vehicle, hitting it almost 
broadside. 


Mrs. Carver suffered minor facial injuries and was treated 


and released at Memorial Hospital. A passenger, Laura Davis, 
82, of 1402 W. 12th Ave., was treated and transferred to Hillcrest 
Hospital in Waco for treatment of compound fractures to the 
right leg. Another passenger, Bethel Frances Stallings, age 9, of 
1402 W. 12th Ave. suffered minor injuries. 


The officers said a five-car accident occurred a short distance 


away in the westbound lane on Chambers Creek Bridge at about 
7:40 a.m. today. Only minor damage to the vehicles and no in- 
juries were reported. The vehicles were all traveling at a slow 
rate of speed when they collided due to the icy road conditions.

board's next meeting will include 
discussion about a "full, open 
hearing" to determine whether 
or not Dr. Joe F. Schooler of 
Dawson will be allowed to 
practice medicine in the Navarro 
County Memorial Hospital. 


The next hospital 
board 


meeting is scheduled for 5 p.m. 
Wednesday, 
according 
to 


Hospital Administrator Gene 
Barren. 


Moore said a date for the 


hearing has not yet been set. The 
hearing was ordered by U.S. 
District Judge Sarah T. Hughes 
in a decision entered Nov. 15 in a 
federal suit filed by Dr. Schooler 
against the county hospital. 


The order by Judge Hughes 


requires the board to conduct the 
hearing on the Schooler matter 
on or prior to Feb. 1, 1973, and 
that the board report its findings 
to the federal court within 10 days 
of the hearing. 


Judge Hughes noted in her 


order that the board must 
determine whether Dr. Schooler 
meets 
the 
"express 


requirements" of the hospital by- 
laws and constitution. These 
requirements include graduation 
from medical school, being 
licensed to practice medicine in 
the state, 
and practicing 


medicine within a reasonable 
distance from the hospital. 


If the board finds that the 


applicant has met these "paper 
qualifications," 
it is given 


latitude to prescribe other 
qualifications for admission. 


The Judge 
pointed 
out, 


however, that these additional 
requirements 
must 
be 


reasonably related to the 
operation of the hospital; must 
have a reasonable basis, such as 
the professional and ethical 
qualifications of the applicant or 
the common good of the public 
and the hospital; and must be 
applied without arbitrariness and 
must have been equally applied 
to all past and present ap- 
plications. 


She ordered that the standards 


must not be false standards 
conjured solely for this hearing, 
and the board's decision "must 
be administered with fairness, 
geared by a rationale compatible 
with hospital responsibility, and 
must be unencumbered with 
irrelevant considerations."

Investigating 
Highway 


Patrolman Bob Turner and Bill 
Bradley said Wilson's south- 
bound car veered off the roadway 
and struck a 1969 Ford pickup 
parked on the west shoulder 
preparing to pull Castel's 1969 
Ford out of a bar ditch after he 
had skidded off the road. 


Officers said the truck's driver, 


Robert Earl Johnson, had hooked 
on a chain, and he and Castle 
were bending over between the 
pickup and the mired car 
checking the chain when Johnson 
saw the oncoming car, shouted to 
Castle to "look out" as he 
(Johnson) ran into the ditch. 


The officers said Castle was 


struck when the Wilson car 
struck the Johnson pickup, 
pushing it backwards before he 
could move out of danger, and the 
Pontiac then sideswiped the 
fatally injured man's car. 
Betty Jo Johnson, who was 


sitting in the parked pickup, was 
treated for multiple abrasions 
and lacerations. 


Wilson was dismissed after 


treatment for lacerations of the 
face and head. Martin was 
treated for abrasions of the face 
and laceration of the upper 
eyelid, and Christine Tucker was 
treated for a bruise of the left leg. 


The accident occurred on Farm 


Road 309 approximately .9 miles 
south of Kerens. 


Housing Authority Approves Boost in Allowable Income Levels

Members 
of 
the 
Housing 


Authority of the City of Corsicana, 
meeting Thursday night in what 
could only be described as a semi- 
closed-door session, passed a 
resolution 
(after 
they 
had 


discussed the matter among 
themselves and decided to begin 
the public meeting) to increase the 
income levels for admittance and 
continued occupancy in public 
housing units. 


Two of the board members, 


Willard Summerall and Jack 
Smith, voted against the proposal, 
and two others, Robert M. (Bob) 
Scott II and Charles Croft, voted in 
favor of raising the income levels. 
Board Chairman C. L. Redus cast 
the tie-breaking "yes" vote. 


The motion to raise income 


levels was made by Scott and 
seconded by Croft. 


Under the new income levels, the 


maximum yearly income for an 
individual applying for housing in a 
one-bedroom unit is $4,100 as 
compared to the old maximum of 
$3,200, and he can continue oc- 
cupancy as long as his income does 
not exceed $5,125. The previous 
maximum amount allowed for 
continued occupancy was $4,000. 


For a two-person family, the 


income limit for admission goes up 
from $3,500 to $4,400, and continued 


occupancy level is increased to a 
maximum of $5,500. The admission 
level for a three-person family 
goes up from $3,900 to a maximum 
of $4,700. The scale of allowable 
income varies with the number of 
people in the family. 


All the board members, even 


those who voted in favor of raising 
the limits, expressed reluctance at 
having to yield to the demands of 
the Department of Housing and 
Urban Development or risk having 
housing requests turned down. 


The board members met at the 


main dining room of the Holiday 
Inn shortly after 6 p.m. Thursday. 
They had agreed at a previous 
meeting to eat together (expenses 
paid by Commissioner Summerall) 
and then begin the meeting at 6:30 
p.m. Redus said the meeting rooms 
were in use by other groups and not 
available. 


The board members, Housing 


Director Ed Blackburn, and this 
reporter sat at a large table in the 
main dining room. The waitress 
barely had time to take the orders 
before the board members began 
discussing the proposed increase 
for applicant income levels. 


David Holland of the Matise 


Property and Management firm of 
Dallas soon afterward came to the 
table wanting to attend the 
meeting. Although a couple of 
chairs at the table were vacant, 


Redus asked Holland to "go to 
another table" and return at 6:30 
p.m. Holland then sat alone at a 
table until the commissioners 
officially opened the meeting. 
Holland noted during his in- 
troduction that the Matise firm is 
considering plans to build a 236 
housing project in Corsicana for 
moderate rather than low income 
people, to rent for about $120 per 
unit. 


Before Redus declared the 


meeting officially open, the board 
members 
discussed 
the 


justification of the proposed in- 
crease. As they were talking, F. C. 
Steward came to the table. He said 
he came, "as an individual" and 
not as representative of any group, 
to learn about the proposed in- 
crease. 


"Somebody told me it was in the 


newspapers that it's an open and 
public meeting," Stewart said. 
Summerall replied that "It is a 
public meeting, we were just going 
to meet 30 minutes earlier and get 
us a little bite..." 


During discussion before the 


"official" meeting, Stewart said, 
"I may have the wrong conception 
of what these housing projects are 
for. I thought they were for the 
underprivileged people and people 
who don't have the money to find 
nicer places to live." He said there 
is a shortage of "the right type 


housing" in Corsicana, but he feels 
the answer to housing problems is 
to have individual dwellings people 
can move into and added that there 
is already such a program now 
being sponsored by private people 
in Corsicana. 


Board Member Smith explained 


problems involved in the proposal. 
He gave the opinion that if the 
board should raise the income level 
it should establish some type of 
policy to take the people on a "first 
come, first serve" basis or some 
other procedure whereby "we 
would not wind up taking only 
those people that made more 
money..." 


Blackburn commented that 


there are presently "a whole lot" 
of people on the waiting list trying 
to get housing. He said there are 
about 40 applicants for one- 
bedroom units, and about 20 
persons seeking two-bedroom 
units. 


Smith said the local board has 


been told by HUD (according to his 
interpretation that no more units 
will be approved for construction 
unless the board raises the level of 
income requirements). 


Also 
before 
the 
"official 


meeting" began, Redus said "It's 
my understanding that since this 
Brook Amendment .. that there 
have been some housing authority 
units such as we have >here going 


out of business because they are 
not solvent." 


He said the Brook Amendment 


has provisions for such low rent 
payments by low income people 
that the units could not remain 
solvent. He said up until two years 
ago Blackburn kept these units 
solvent, but the approach now is 
that since other housing authorities 
in other cities are going bankrupt, 
the Nixon administration would 
like to see them become solvent. To 
do this, a scale has been set up 
which allows only three per cent of 
the lowest income applicants to 
become tenants, he said. The scale 
is graduated up to the point where 
the Authority can be solvent and 
still accommodate people who 
need help. 


Smith explained that HUD 


places on the local authority the 
burden of paying its own operating 
expenses. He said last year the 
local Authority did not quite meet 
expenses so the federal govern- 
ment assisted financially. The 
board is now confronted with the 
HUD policy of the units being self- 
sustaining on a month-to-month 
and year-to-year basis. 


Also during discussion, Stewart 


noted that he has an apartment 
house with four furnished units 
which he has rented for over 20 
years and it is getting difficult to 
find desirable tenants, but that his 


concern is that good housing should 
be found for the lower income 
people rather than the people who 
make $4,000 and up per year. 


Also during the "unofficial" 


discussion session, Summerall 
explained that 
if the local 


Authority does not increase the 
income limits HUD will not 
authorize construction of 65 units 
which the local board has applied 
for—or any units in the future. 


Stewart said he objected to this 


type of pressure and added "I think 
I would help sponsor a trip to 
protest a thing like that. It's just 
not fair 
to tie these things 


together." 


Redus also commented that the 


local Housing Authority would 
have been asked to increase its 
income level standards eventually, 
even if there were no plans for 
construction of the "236 Project" 
units. He said HUD officials have 
indicated this increase would be 
necessary because incomes and 
costs of living have gone up in past 
years. 


The 
Matise 
company 


representative was invited to the 
meeting table at this point when 
Redus called the meeting to "an 
official start." Redus said he had 
expected "a goodly number of 
citizens" to attend the meeting. He 
then invited each person at the 
meeting table to make a brief 


comment before the board took a 
vote on the proposed increase. 


Stewart again voiced his op- 


position to raising the income 
oracket for people who qualify for 
public housing. 


Summerall gave the opinion that 


the only reason for raising the 
income level is " to set a higher 
base for "Project 236" ... We have 
no vacancies out there (present 
units) now that we can't fill. We've 
got a waiting list, a long waiting 
list." 


Smith said there were three 


basic reasons noted by HUD of- 
ficials for the increase, to cover all 
project costs, to allow the local 
authority to build more housing 
units, and to make it economically 
feasible to build the project with 
the income levels in the City of 
Corsicana now. 


Smith said later he would favor 


the increase only if the board later 
sets up a policy for the executive 
director against higher income * 
levels of people. 
~\ 


After adjournment Blackburn 


asked the board to approve a 
resolution 
concerning 
the 


relocation of people who might be 
displaced from their homes as 
result of a housing project being 
built on their property. On motion 
by Smith, the board voted to ap- 
prove the resolution subject to 
review by the board's attorney, 
Robert Gladney. 
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Walpole went

The law prohibiting sale of

In other council business, 


Mayor Aubrey Smith presented 
some drawings of streets in 
Angus and commented that, for 
several reasons, the streets in the 
town should be given names. He 
said the proposed names on the 
drawings were primarily names 
of people who had been "pillars of 
Angus". The council members 
voiced agreement about the-need 
for named streets, and some 
changes were made on the list of 
names proposed by the Mayor. 


Smith noted that one reason the 


streets need names is that the 
official map of the town will 
require this information. The 
council earlier voted to hire a 
surveyor to draw up a map of the 
Town of Angus and get field notes 
and a plat to be filed with the 
office of the Navarro County 
Clerk. 


Another decision by the council 


was to "kill" a resolution read by 
Mayor Smith which was proposed 
by the president of the Angus 
Water System Cooperation.

BLOOMING GROVE - Mrs. 


Clyde Hollingsworth has been 
helping people start the day off 
right for 15 years. The fresh eggs 
she gathers each afternoon from 
the 208 nests in her long, roomy 
henhouse are destined to sizzle in 
the frying pans of the more than 
60 regular customers who have 
come to appreciate the tasty 
results of her business. 


Now probably the number one 


egg producer in Navarro County, 
Mrs. Hollingsworth has learned a 
lot about "chicken fruit" during 
her time in the business. She said 
that careful selection of laying 
hens is the most important step 
toward both quality and quantity 
of eggs. Her favorite strand of, 
hen is the 236 Ideal, and she has 
used this variety exclusively until 
a shortage of the hens last year 
caused her to try and H and N 
strand. 


Mrs. Hollingsworth said she 


had the best flock of hens last 
year in the history of her egg 
business. These 625 hens prac- 
tically started laying as they 
entered the henhouse. "They 
brought them at 1 p.m. and I had 
20 eggs by the end of the day," 
she said. "That's the only time 
that ever 
happened." The 


average daily egg production of 
those hens was 500. 


Mrs. Hollingsworth's present 


flock of 500 hens turns out an 
average of slighly over 430 eggs 
each day. She said the man who 
raises the hens she buys came by 
to check on the birds and told her, 
"That's better than ours are 
doing." But there are secrets to 
keeping up the egg production in 
any given flock. 


All of Mrs. Hollingsworth's 


hens are nipple watered. Small 
nipples attached to plastic pipe 
release water when packed by 
the hens. This is a clean, efficient 
way to provide the flock fresh 
water at all times. It is 
necessary, however, that hens 
watered by this method be in- 
troduced to the nipples when 
chicks. 


All 
chickens 
of 
the 


Hollingsworth operation at this 
time were apparently not taught 
to water the modern way. Many 
hens from this flock were not 
accustomed to the nipples, and 
the result of the hens receiving 
insufficient water was an in- 
sufficient egg crop. When the 
problem was diagnosed, open 
watering tubs 
were 
made 


available, and egg production 
immediately increased to the 
present level. 


The hens used to be kept in 


individual, numbered cages. 
There were 300 birds in the flock 
at 
that 
time 
and Mrs. 


Hollingsworth kept a record on 
the number of eggs produced in 
each cage every week. She kept 
this record for about three years 
and learned that most of her hens 
layed a little over 300 eggs in a 
year's time. "It's a pretty good 
percentage," she said, explaining 
that in hot weather a hen will lay 
fewer eggs. 


Mrs. Hollingsworth's hens had 


an exceptional laying record last 
year. They just kept right on 
turning out the regular number of 
eggs on through the summer 
months, she said. Eggs sold for 
less at that time, however, and 
people bought more. 
That 


necessitated more work and a lot. 
more time on the road. 


After switching from cages to 


an enclosed pen, the hen flock 
was increased to 800, The number

was reduced to 600 last year and 
to 500 this year to keep egg 
production on a level with the 
local demand. 


Most of Mrs. Hollingsworth's 


eggs are sold to customers in 
Corsicana, Blooming Grove and 
Emhouse. A few are taken to 
Barry and many customers come 
by Mrs. Hollingsworth's home-

same all year she said. 


All hens are replaced each year 


because the older birds don't 
produce as many eggs as a young 
chicken, especially in hot or cold 
weather. "I usually sell all old 
hens in July and thoroughly clean 
out the building to get ready for 
the 
new 
hens," Mrs. 


Hollingsworth said. All litter is 
replaced at this time and nests 
and feeders are taken out to be 
washed and disinfected. 


She 
tries 
to 
have 
the 


when they are 21 weeks old. A 
healthy hen is a necessity, and 
Mrs. Hollingsworth is proud to 
say, "I never lost one hen last 
year from being sick." 


The experienced egg producer 


has 
formed 
some definite 


opinions about eggs and how they 
are handled. Fresh eggs are 
much better than cold storage 
eggs, 
according 
to Mrs. 


Hollingsworth, who said "You'd 
be surprised to know the people 
who don't know the difference in 
eggs. Personally, I don't like an 
eggs that is kept over two 
weeks." She likes the eggs as 
fresh as possible for direct 
eating, but the egg should be at 
least a day old for boiling or for 
making pies.
